The secretary was instructed to 
ascertain what other associations ini 
class “B” circuit were doing in the 
matter of aeroplane attractions, and 
if they would be willing to take con- 
certed action with a view to getting 
better terms. 

The Canadian Aberdeen-Angus As- 
sociation advised of grant of $25.00 
for 1920 Fair to be distributed among 
the young stock of this breed of cat- 
tle. 

The Hitt -Fireworks Co. wrote re- 
garding daylight bombs and rockets 
which was referred to the Attractions 
committee. 

The Live Stock Commissioner, 
Ottawa, advised that the basis for 
grant this year would be on_ the 
minimum expenditure of $4,000. 

The Canadian’ Passenger Associ- 
ation advised that special railway 
rates would be given for 1920 Fair of 
fare and one-third. 

F. W. Galbraith reported for the 
special prize list committee that sub- 


scriptions totalling $875.00 had been |. 
raised. The committee were thank- 


ed for their efforts. 

The committee on _ refreshment 
privileges reported, . recommending 
that the offer of St. Luke's W. A. to 
handle the main refreshment privi- 
leges, outside the grand stand, and 
outside those contracted with ‘he 
Jéhnny J. Jones Co., be accepted, the 
basis to be the same as in 1919. - 

At the request of the President of 
the G.W.V.A., the grand stand privi- 
leges were laid over to. another 
meeting. 

The secretary was instructed to 
secure costs of suitable prize ribbons 
for 1920 Fair. 

The committee appointed to meet 
with a committee from the Orange- 
men reported that it had agreed that 
the Orangemen should take complete 
charge of the programme during the 
afternoon of Monday, July 12th; that 
they anticipated a large. crowd and 
were endeavoring to arrange for spec: 
jal trains that day, same to be held 
until after 10 o'clock p.m. The mat- 
ter of gate-and grand stand receipts 
had not yet been decided. 

The-Board of Trade was asked to 
undertake to arrange for the housing 
of visitors during the 1920 Fair. 

It was decided to use the statistic- 
al check system during the Fair this 
year. 

Messrs. Milne, Cole and the Presi- 
dent were appointed a committee to 
see what could be done regardipg in- 
creased atcommodation in the poultry 
building and report at next meeting. 

The secretary was instructed to 
write to Inspector Fisher, of the A. 
P.P., and ask for the help of Mr. 
Byers during the Fair. 

Mr. Day and Mr. Smith were ap- 
pointed a committee to wait on: the 
Municipal District of Pine Lake; the 
President, Mr. Bjorkeland and Mr. 
Galbraith, M. D. of Golden West, and 
Mr. Milne, Mr. Day and the President 


to wait on Council of Crown M. D., | 


and ask for grants for our 1920 Fair. 
It was agreed to add the names of

concessions committee, and Mr.

A regular meeting of the Council of 
Municipal District of Golden West, 
371, was held at Sylvan Lake on Sat- 
urday, April 24th. Councillors Rog- 
ers, Stringer,~ Smith, Johnson and 
Braithwaite present. Application 
was received from H. Veal for seed 
grain loan. It was granted on mo- 
tion of Councillor Stringer, subject to 
investigation of secretary with regard 
to title of land. A letter was read 
from the Deputy Minister of Munici- 
pal Affairs advising the supplemen- 
tary revenue tax for the year 1920 be 
3% per acre. A letter was read from 
Payne & Graham advising that Mr. L. 
Brennan had worked out taxes on N. 
W. 4, 32-38-27-4, and asking for a re- 
fund of same. The secretary report- 
ed having no record of ‘such’ work. 
Moved by Councillor Stringer, that 
no refund be made under the circum- 
stances, Carried. 

A letter was read from the Saskat- 
chewan ‘Land. and Homestead Co..stat- 
Ing that taxes had been paid twice 
on the S.W. 44, 25-38-28-4, for the year 
1918, and asked that a refund of 
$17.50 be made to them, The secre- 
tary reported having found no record 
of any over payment of taxes on that 
property.

APPEALED FROM MAG- 
ISTRATE’S DECISION 


Judge Mahaffy, at Rocky Mountain 
House Wednesday, heard two appeals 
from decisions by Magistrate Wallace 
in the assault cases of Buck v. Com- 
stock, and Comstock v. Buck. The 
parties live at Stauffer. There appears 
to have been trouble betweon the par- 
ties and when they met on the road, 
each used pretty strong language but 
did not get into a regular scrap. Buck 
drew a gun, he says, to prevent threat- 
ened assault by Comstock, but claims 
he did not point it at Comstock. 

Mr. Wallace took Buck's statement 
of the case, and dismissed Comstock’s 
This decision was reversed 


and costs of both courts. The appeal 
against Mr. Wallace's fine of $5 levied 
against Comstock for his share in the 
proceedings, was dismissed without 
costs.

j The water had been gradually rising 
for some days, and Wednesday morn- 
ing found it over Ross St. East, and 
right up to the Methodist church and 
the Second Avenue East. Mayor- Lord, 
Foreman Jones and the city staff were 
early on the job, and the Commission- 
ers organized a force of teams and 
workers to fill in the road on Second 
Avenue East between the Methodist 
church and the Red Deer Duairv Pro- 
‘ducts Co. Mr. Ed. Anderson's dump 
wagons were the backbone of the 
teaming force, and all the teams and 
teamsters worked faithfully up to six 
'o’clock, taking the earth and sod from 
the high level to the east. Volunteer 
workers came to the aid of the regular 
force, and cut brush, unloaded wagons, 
hauled and placed the logs,’shovelled 
sod and earth, and generally fought 
the water. It was touch and go to the 
Jater afternoon, the opening of a pas- 
sage for water into the sewer, through’ 
@ manhole being mainly effective in 
preventing the deepening water getting 
over’ the dyke being thrown un against 
it, and which had to be _ constantly 
lengthened along the road. Mayor 
Jord was on the job directing opera- 
tions from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m., while the 
Commissioner kept increasing the or- 
ganization and keeping tab of the rising 
water west and east of Gaetz Avenue 
South.

Collison were on the 
job nearly all day. ExMayors Botter- 
ill, Carswell, Galbraith; Ald.

A MODERN BLUE BEARD 


Los Angeles, Cal., April 30.—James 
R. Huirt, held here while officers in- 
vestigated reports of his marriage to 
a number of women, confessed late 
Thursday that ‘he had slain two of the 
women, according to county officers. 

Two of the numerous women Huirt 
is alleged to have married in various 


parts of the continent, and who are 
at present listed as missing, are 
Beatrice Andrews of Canada and 


England, and Agnes Wilson, of Al- 
berta. 

More than 25 marriages have been 
attributed by the officers to Huirt. 

According to the alleged confession 
made Friday by J. Morgan Marma- 
duke, his attorney, and county offi- 
cials, Huirt murdered at least two 
of his wives, two others met “acci- 
dental” deaths while with him, 
he “might have murdered more.” 

Seven ar? listed as missing, includ- 
ing the two Canadian women, the 
other five being Nina Lee Deloney, 
killed with a hammer at Long Beach, 
California; Elizabeth Pryor, whose 
head was crushed with a sledge ham- 
mer near Plum, Wash.; Bertha Good- 
nich, who was tipped out of a boat 
in Lake Washington, near Seattle; 
Miss Alice Ludvigser, drowned in 2 
river in Idaho, and 
Wilson of Seattle. 

Huirt said he could not remember 
what happened to some of the women 
because of his still weakened  con- 
dition resulting from two attempts to 
commit suicide, the reputed  confes- 
sion says. He lay on a cot at the 
county hospital as he talked. He has 
been held here for several days while 
officers investigated reports of numer- 
ous marriages. He married “twelve 
or fifteen women, probably more,” 
Huirt was quoted as saying. 

A desire to kill obsessed him four 
years ago, Huirt was alleged to have 
said, and women were his especial 
victims, there being no direct motive 
for their deaths, and no desire to kill 
men, children or animals. 

Edmonton Interested in Missing Wife 

This is not the first time that the 
name of Agnes Wilson has appeared 
in stories connecting Huirt, Andrews 
or Watson with Alberta and more 
particularly with Edmonton, A _ fort- 
night ago stories from Los Angeles 
stated that Huirt had married a girl 
here named Gertrude Wilson. Later 
the name was given as Agnes Wilson. 
Searches of the vital statistics office 
here, however, failed to reveal any 
such marriage. . 

The Beatrice M. Andrews referred 
to as a Canadian woman, is undoubt- 
edly Beatrice Andrewartha, of Ross- 
land, B.C., whom Huirt married at 
Tacoma on February 5, 1919. Ths last 
heard from her was a_ typewritten 
letter from Sacramento in March,

ing his subject, he stated that it was | 


impossible to consider sight without 
light, and for that purpose he briefly 
outlined some of the theories 
scientific researches made in this con- 
nection by Sir Isaac Newton, his 
theory being that light was a move- 
ment of “tiny’specks of something” 
through space, as if a candle or a 
star were sending out a shower of 
tiny particles from itself in all direc- 
tions, and that when these struck the 
eye they caused the feeling of light, 
just as a shower of raindrops on the 
hand causes the feeling oftouch. This 
was called the Emission Theory, bas- 
ed on the supposition that light was 
a stream of corpuscles. This theory, 
however, gave place to the undulatory 
or wave theory, according to which 
light is a transverse vibratory motion 
propagated longitudinally through the 
ether. The mathematical researches 
of James Clark Maxwell have led to 
rejection of this theory, and it is now 
held that light is identical with elec- 
tromagnetic disturbances, such as are 


generated by oscillating electric 
currents, or moving magnets. In 
speaking of the visual organs, the 


largely depended up on the sense of 
speaker stated that the progress and 
ascent of living creatures have very 
vision. The vision part ofthe brain 
is the largest in the highest forms of 
life, it being much larger in the 
human being than in any other creat- 
ure. In the very lowest forms of ani- 
mal life we find that there is a re- 
sponse to light, for we find that some 
of the simplest kind of animals will 
always’ travel from shadow into light, 
and others from light into shadow.

' have powers superior to those of the 
| eves, and that thege lie in the direc- 
tion of keenness. This keenness is 
at its best in the hawk and other birds 
of prey, although many of our other 
‘birds have very keen eyes, otherwise 
| they could not catch flying insects as 
they do. In concluding the speaker 
stated that the important thing was 
the, extent to which we and the other 
creatures can use the information that 
the sense of sight gives us and the 
way it is linked up with other parts 
of the mind. It may be said of all 
creatures that if the eyes are used 
for the purpose they are given, and 
the more they are developed, if they 
be in a healthy condition, the keener 
the sins will become.

ON GRUTCHES | 


When one thinks of a man fighting 
on crutches, one’s thought naturally 
reverts also to the number of men 
exempted from military service  be- 
cause‘they were crippled in some way 
or other. But here is the story of 
one who would not quit the battle as 
it were even though crippled, and 
rather chose to continue in the fight 
even on crutches. In the battle of 
Amiens ‘a commanding officer was 
wounded in both feet and was evacu- 
ated to the base hospital. About one 
month later he was unable to go into 
action with his men at the battle of 
Arras, but as his men came out of the 
struggle, this commanding officer went 
forth to meet them, riding on horse- 
back with both feet swathed in ban- 
dages and flannel and with no boots 
on. This is only part of the heroic 
story though, for the regiment retir- 


‘ed to Wailly and again trained, pre- 


paratory to going into action at Cam- 
brai, and all that time their crippled 
commander hobbled around on crutch- 
es. What a source of inspiration and 
what an incentive to noble endeavor 
to the men, when they saw their com- 
manding officer hobbling over the 
rough ground, still maintaining the 
struggle and practically fighting on 
crutches. Gradually hi feet grew 
stronger, and the sticks were aban- 
doned, and later on he led-those men 
into battle at Cambrai with feet par- 
tially healed. Again he was wounded 
outside the village of Sancourt, and 
still he held on and would not give up 
the fight. His courage and intrepid- 
ity was so contagious that it infected 
the whole regiment, and this was the 
secret of our success in the struggle 
and the heroism that has gotten us 
the victory. It is true that in the 
hour of danger a man is. proven. Many

SIR CLIVER LODGE 


A Platform Study. , 


Was it not Pope who wrote that the 
proper study of mankind is man? Cer- 
tainly one of the most interesting 
places to study a man is when he is 
seen upon a public platform endeavor 
ing at once to produce an effect upon, 
and to convey information to, an audi- 
ence of his fellow-humans. A singu- 
larly attractive opportunity for such 


a study was afforded an audience of 
3000 people this week by a man whose 
name has become a houschold word 
among the English-spéaking peoples 
of the world. 


It will be interesting for a moment 
to examine the—to put it vulgarly— 
stock-in-trade with which Sir Oliver 
Lodge produced the remarkable effect ! 
which he did produce in the arena! 
at Vancouver. While the circum- | 
stances in which an address is given, | 
and the mood of the audience before | 
a word has been spoken, have no di-! 
rect bearing upon the speaker’s'meth:- | 
ods, both play an indirect part in the, 
result he obtains. In the case under 
consideration the circumstances were 
singularly unsympathetic—especially 
for the consideration of so intimatea 
subject as the survival of bodily 
death. Even so large an audience as 
3000 persons was, more or less, lost 
in so vast an auditorium as the arena. 
Moreover, the atmosphere was cold 
and some people were shivering be- 
fore the close. It was a tribute to’ 
the speaker that, in these  circum- 
stances, hardly half a dozen people 
left the building before the final sen- 
tences had fallen from his ps. 


It has often been said and written 
that Sir Oliver has a dominating per- 
sonality. So he has. But it was not 
his splendid stature or leonine head 
with its dome-like brow, which secur- 
ed for an hour and a half the striking 
tribute of perfect attention. Nor was 
it the resonant, almost bell-like voice, 
with its curious and rather effective, 
rich north-country burr; though, no 
doubt these things helped. It was 
the absolute certainty suggested by 
the ring of every sentence that he 
spoke, that the man upon the plat- 
form was utterly sincere. This, and 
the knowledge that he spoke not only 
as a lifelong student of the subject 
he was discussing, but with all the 
added weight of one of the few great 
scientific minds still with us, the mind 
which had won him the presidency of 
the Royal Society and had made him 
an inventor and discoverer with a 
world-wide reputation among scien- 
tific men. 


What of his methods? The writer 
has had the privilege of hearing most 
of the outstanding public speakers— 
political, religious and social—of our 
time. Many of these men. have 
brought to their assistance the arts 
of the actor with which to improve 
their oratory. But he has seldom been 
impressed as the great scientist im- 
pressed him. Yet Sir Oliver’s methods 
are of the simplest; so simple, indeed, 
that they are hardly apparent. It 
was the triumph of personality and 
the natural man. He uses hardly any 
gesture. Occasionally he would raise 
his right hand and stroke the back of 
his head.

SPITZBERGEN 


By the recent decision of the Peace 
Congress, Spitzbergen, that No Man's 
Land of the Arctic Ocean, is at last 
to have a definite political status. It 
is assigned to Norway. 

The archipelago has been known 


‘for more than three hundred years, 


but it has never attracted permanent 
settlers. 
it has been visited and explored 
Englishmen, Russians, 
Swedes, Germans, and even Ameri- 
cans. Whaling was long a profitable 
industry in the waters near by; trap- 
pers have taken great quantities of 
furs from the islands. But the cli- 
mate is too severe, and the shores are 
too inhospitable, to attract home mak- 
ers; no country has ever colonized 
the archipelago or made a claim to 
sovereignty over it. - 

A few years ago it became known 
that there was large veins of coal 
there, though they were for the inost 


by 


great comfort to | Part hidden beneath such thickness of 


fossil ice as to make mining expen- 
sive. Later we heard that there were 
extensive iron deposits there, too, 
and an enthusiastic Norwegian explor- 
er has suggested that the time may 
come when that frozen land will glow 
with great fron furnaces and become 
one of the most important producers 


; of steel. 


The knowledge that Spitzbergen 
contains so much of the materials 
from which modern wealth springs 
has aroused fresh interest in the 
archipelago. When the war began, 
Germany was believed to have had 
an eye upon it, Russia very certainly 
did, and both Great Britain and 
Norway had arguments, geographical 
or commercial, to support a claim to 
it. The activity of an American 
company that had tried to work some 
of the coal mines was even declared 
to give that country an interest in 
the disposal of the islands. 

The Peace Congress has probably 
settled the question sensibly. Spitz- 
bergen is nearer to Norway than it 
is to any other country. Its coal, 
too, will be of especial value to-Nor- 
way, since there is little or none'‘in 
Scandinavia. It is wise also not to 
award the islands to any one of the 
great nations of the world. Most of 
them have all they can properly care 
for now and can afford to let the 
smaller people pick up the crumbs 
that remain after the feast. Whether 
Spitzbergen will be as valuable to 
Norway as some. enthusiasts pre- 
dict, remains’ to be seen.—Youth’s 
Companion. 


YEARS REQUIRED TO

Ottawa, April 21—In his address 
before the parliamentary committee 
on agriculture and colonization, yes- 
terday, Dr. J. W. Robertson said it 
would take at least two big crops to 
catch up to anything like normal sup:

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HORTICULTURAL 
SOCIETY MEETING 


Mr. Jos. Cole On the Culti- 


vation of Small Fruits 


all of the 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Red Deer Horticultural Society was 
held on Thursday evening, April 22, at 
the City Hall. 

The first essential is the thorough 
cultivation of the soil, and its fertiliz- 
ution with well pulverized stable man- 
ure, With careful cultivation almost 
any variety of prairie soil will grow a 
good crop of small fruits. 

Currant bushes should be planted 
nbout two and a half feet apart, each 
way, a little deeper than the original 
planting line on the stem. The roots 
should be spread out and firmly packed 
with top soil, and the bushes should be 
well watered when planted. If well 
watered when planted, they will need 
little or no more’ water during the 
season. Varieties that have succeeded 
here are the Cherry Red, Fey's Prolific 
Red, White Grape and White Dutch, 
Black Champion, Ulack Naples and the 
wild black. 

Goosehcrries require much the same 
treatment as currants. Not being quite 
so hardy, they need a little more care 
luring the winter. They should be 
planted in a sheltered location, or cov- 
ered lightly with hay or straw. The 
Houghton and the Downing are two 
successful varieties. Wild gooseberries 
do well under cultivation. 

Raspberries should be planted about 
eighteen inches apart in the rows and 
about two feet between the rows, and 
should be well cultivated. The canes 
only bear once, so after the fruiting 
season is over the old canes should .be 
cut away to make growing room for

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the young shoots. As raspberries are 
not so hardy as the other fruits, they 
must be protected during the winter. 
This can be done by laying the canes 
flat on the ground, holding them down 
with a pole laid across the tops. The 
snow will then cover the canes. As 
soon as the danger of hard frost is 
past, the poles showld be removed, and 
the canes will straighten up in a few 
days. The most successful variety is 
the Cuthbert. 

Strawberries should be planted 
about eighteen inches apart and about 
two feet between the rows. They re- 
quire a light covering during the win- 
ter, such as hay or straw. Varieties re- 
commended are the Senator Dunlop 
and the Williams. I believe there is a 
new ever-bearing variety that is high- 
ly recommended, but have had no ex- 
perience with it. 

The best time to plant small fruits 
is in the spring, from the middle of 
April to the 24th of May, according as 
the season is early or late. 

The paper was followed by a lively 
discussion, which kept closer to the 
point than usual at these meetings. 
Mr. Harris asked about blackberries, 
and Mr. Harold Snell about loganber- 
ries, Commissioner Stephenson had 
been bothered by red spiders. Mr. 
Paton raised the question of why 
rhubarb runs to seed more in_ this 
country than in the British Isles. He 
thought it was the drier climate mak- 
ing the plant strike deeper for water 
and develop a tap-root, which always 
has more tendency to run to secd. 

One interesting point in the discus- 
sion was the statement by Mr. Cole 
that western slopes in this country are 
fully three’degrees warmer than east- 
ern, Mr. Snell raised the subject of 
tomatoes, and Mr. Paton of marrows.

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BRITISH BUDGET 


~~ CARRIES MAN GAINS 15 LBS, 


All of Chancellor's Exchequer’s Pro- 
posals Are Given Approval. 


London, April .29.—Austen Chamber- 
lain, chancellor of the exchequer, has 
carried the whole of his budget pro- 
posals. Motions for the rejection of 
an increase in the excess profits duty 
and the corporat'on tax were defeated 
in the house of commons last night 
by a vote of 287 to. 75. 

Mr. Chamberlain defending his pro- 
posals, said it was his duty to make 
a real effort, while trade was prosper- 
ous, to reduce the vast load of debt, 
which was a potential danger to the 
country’s credit. Nothing .was more 
important at this time, with British 
dependence on overseas supplies of 
food and raw! materials than that 
Great Britain’s international credit 
should stand high, especially with the 
United States. _. 

For his part, he was content to be 
judged on this budget by the verdict" 
of informed American opinion con- 
cerning Britain's determination to set 
its house in order, “so that we might 
stand again as we stood for so long 
in the very front Mne as a great finan- 
bai commercial and industrial na- 
tion.” ‘ 

POINT OF CRITICISM 

One of the strongest points of criti- 
cism of the recent budget was the 
failure of the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, Austen Chamberlain, to take 
steps-to reduce or fund the enormous 
floating debt, amounting approximate- 
ly to £1,200,000,000. 

Mr. Chamberlain announced yester- 
day his new plan to fund this debt. 
He means to issue 5 per cent. treasury 
bonds for 15 years, but carrying addi- 
tional interest not exceeding 2 per 
cent. and regulated according to the | 
current rate for treasury bills, which 
‘s at the present time 6% per cent. | 
The new bonds will carry an option, 
by either the holder or the treasury 
in April, 1924, or after that date, of ; 
repayment at par on giving one year's 
notice. f 

Thus the public will have an oppor- 
tunity to obtain a government -bond 
carrying interest in the neighborhood 
of 6% per cent., while money remains 
at the present dear rates.

Every man has his limitations, but 
soine seem to be much more limited 
than others; 4nd it sometimes hap- 
pens that the things we cannot do 
are the very things we wish to do, 
while we prize very little the few 
things which manifestly we can do, 
and do fairly well. This law of limi- 
tation runs all through life, affecting 
flowers and trees, birds and beasts, 
slike with man, and we suppose, if 
it were possible, that the flowers and 
the birds, and all other forms of life, 
would join with man in bewailing 
their inability to do certain things, 
the doing of which they would great- 
ly appreciate. 

In the Methodist Recorder recent- 


ly the Rev. Arthur Hoyle tells us 
something of his early limitations 
and how they affected him. He says: ! 
“I have Always been sorry I could | 


never use bones; never could win at 
marbles. I had style, but I could not 
win. The lads who had not near the 
style I had took all my marbles. No, 
I never could win at marbles; and 
winning is the end of the law for that 
kind of righteousness. I never could | 
leap—no matter what was after me. '! 
I could turn round and fight much 
more successfully. There was some- 
thing lacking in the muscles of my 
legs, and the result was I could not 
take those flying bounds some of my 
fellows could take. Lumpish and 
heavy, I was generally aboypt six | 
inches, or more, short of the second- ; 
best jumper. In those days I was | 
often ashamed and jeered at because | 


to play, to play really-well. | 


could do even middling. Loving com-! 
pany, having a weakness for being 
somebody, I was much annoyed, and | 
thought providence had done unfairly 
by me. I might, perhaps, have _be- 
come a passable ‘third eleven’ if I 
had set to work in the right way. 
Nobody cared to teach me the right' 
way. They do not yet.” 

As we read Mr. Hoyle’s naive andi 
very human confession, we found our- 
selves wondering just how many mil- 
lions of boys and girls, and even men 
and women, fret, just as he did, over 
their limitations. Most of us like to. 
shine, and most of us like to~outshine 
our.competitors. To be at the tal 
end of anything is humiliating, but to 
be at the tail end of everything is un- | 
speakable., Always to have someone | 
do a little better than we, and often to 
have most folks leave us a little be- 
hind, is to some of us one of life's 


chief disappointments and _ irrita- 
tions. 
And yet it should not be. If we do 


our best, why should we worry if it} 
is not quite sotgood as someone else’s 


best? And df we can find out that 
there are certain things we cannot 
do, why should we make _ ourselves 


miserable trying to do them or fret- 
ting over our failures? someone | 
may argue that they really’ cannot 
help it, that they are so ambitious | 
that they cannot help desiring to cone: 
out ahead. But this is not a very 
strong argument. If fretting would 
help us to get ahead, or ‘f worrying | 
would enable us to do the things | 
which are impossible, then we might 
possibly afford sometimes to fret and 
worry; but when they only hinder 
us doing even what little we are able 
to do, they become a serious blunder. 
God never made a man who was 
without limitations, but every man 
whom God ever made, and _ because 
God made him, has never failed to 
destiny. 
God never sets a man at anything 
which is not worth the doing, and 
the fact that we are in the world at 
God's behest is proof sufficient that 
there {s for us ample work and 
worthy work. The fact that God has 
closed a thousand doors to us may 
be taken as a clear indication that 
there is some door wide open which 
He speciakily desires us to enter. 
God's ways are not our ways, and 
He has seen fit to fll this world 


with very ordinary men and women, | 
‘| but every one of them has been fit- 


ted for his or her own sphere. The 
glow worm’s tiny spark is not a sun 
in splendor, but its little light ray 
has its own special use in its own 
small world. God may not have 
meant for us some spectacular car- 
eer, but He certainly meant us for 
something which will bless the 
world, develop our potentialities, and 
call forth divine commendation.

Berlin, April 29.—The invitation 
extended by the supreme council to 
the German government to send rep- 
resentatives to the conference is view- 
ed by George Bernhard, in the Vos- 
sische Zeitung, as a signal improve- 
ment in Germany’s diplomatic posi- 


tion, “Germany thereby being deliver.’

isolation.”

France and Belgium will form the 
nucleus of a new active policy to work

The semi-official Allgemeine Zeit- 
ung, Ciscussing the destruction 
war material under the treaty in state 
arsenals and about 25,000 private work- 
shops, expresses the hope that the 
entente may relax its demands for the 
surrender of all resulting waste met- 
al, which now constitutes virtually the, 
sole raw material for keeping the iron

NEW ROCKETS WHICH MAY 
REACH EVEN TO THE MOON 


Washington, April 29.—Test of the 
new rocket apparatus, designed by 
Prof. Robert H. Goddard to reach al- 
titudes far above the earth's air en- 
velope and, as a vague possibility, 
even to the moon, will be made late 
in July at Worcester, Mass., the na- 
tional geographic society announces. 
Immediate objects of the inventor, the 
announcement said, was “the study of 
the aurora and of the short wave 
lengths in the spectrum of the sun 


which are entirely absorbed in the 
air.” 

At more moderate: altitudes, Prof. 
Goddard hopes to. obtaill valuable 


information concerning measurements 
of wind- velocity, humidity, tempera- 


| ture and pressure, all of which enter 


into the business’ of weather  fore- 
casting. 

The rocket will be propelled by the 
explosion of successive charges. For 
extreme altitudes, secondary rockets, 
or a rocket within a rocket, may be 
used. A special parachute will pre- 
vent destruction of the delicate = in- 
struments on the return to the earth. 
Accuracy in flight, Prof. Goddard be- 
lieves, may be obtained through the 
use ‘of photo-sensitive cells, which, 
through influence of rays of light, will 


keep the rocket on its course,
